ANTLFOREIGN OUTRAGES IN 
S2ZE0RUEN. 
THE FRENCH BISHOF WOUNDED. 

The following pigco of news, which, on 
the face of it, bears! the impress of ex- 
aggeration, is takon from the China Gazette 
of the Srd inst.:— : 

We have received: s brief outline of B 
whole series of the moct daring and coward- 
ly outragas committed upon the Americal 
British and French- Missionaries in Chen 
tu, the capital of Szechuen, which bears 
ont: strangely the recent professions of the 
Chineia Government in favour of missi 
aties and foreigners generally. Our 
formation is from tho most unimpeachable 
wouree, bat for the prosent it ia not desir- 
able to mention the quarter for reasons 
that sre obvious. The autrages were not 
spontaneous, for cortaln missionaries here 
have. received hints which led them to ox- 
pect such outrages any time during the past 
two months. There is, fortunately, the 
most convincing proof that these out- 
miges are not the acts of ignorant or 
finatical people, but are the result of the 
deliberate, etadied, and cowardly incite- 
ment of the highagt officials in the 
province. Bo far theré is no chance of 
connecting the Peking Government with 
the dastardly crime, but it is impossible 
that facts whioh pointed to soma puch out- 
breaks boing in contemplation, and which 
facts wore in possession of peoploin Shang- 
hai, should have been unknown in Peking, 
or that the Contral Governrient, if it 
wished, could not have prevented auch out- 
mges, From the information that has 
reached us it appears that in con- 
sequence of the machinations of the 
officials mobs of hircd ruffens aur- 
rounded the promises of the American Mis- 
sions and‘destroyed therm on the28th ulto, 
Noxt day the Evuglish Missions wore simi- 
larly destroyed ; and on the 30th the pre- 
mises of the Fronch Missions were devas- 
tated and the French Bishop (wo have not 
yet learnt hia name) wounded, Sv far we 
have not heard that avy other members of 
the Missionary community were injared. 
Thoy aro now all prisoners in: the yamens 
of tho Chengtu officials, Yestorday and 
to-day tho unfortunste’ Missionaries, who 
havo lost all their worldiy possessions and 
been treated like wild beasta, wero allowed’ 
to go outside the yamens to eee the wreck 
of their homes and schoola, but to-day we 
have received telegraphic nows that their 
guarda will not allow them to move or 
Breath the air, ‘lest they should communi~ 
cate with the outside world, Men, women 
and children of Freuch, British and Ameri- 
can bationslity, are at thin moment ia dan- 
ger of being tora to pieces by the hired mobs 
of this civilized country. There isin Shang- 
hai at the pregont moment more than one 
copy of the sooret notices Bent rouad by tho 
Viceroy of Szechuen to tho officials stamped 
with the vicerega! seal and benring the 
Viceregat chop, ordering them to arrange 
for simultaneous attacks upon alt the 
foreigners and Missionaries in the province, 
an calling upon tho people to drive the 
out. :

‘FBY LESTER TRAGEDY IN INDIA. 

Bombay, May 21.—Mre Eaily Lester! 
waa charged this mogning, with the murder i 
of her husband, Charles Frederiok Loster, 
Acting Superintendent of Polios, at Pauag- 
har Hill, Godhra, on the night of the 8th 
instant. She was brought before Mr M. C. 
Gibb, Acting Oollestor and District Magis- 
trate, Mr Bayley, solicitor, defended her. 

Dr Mistry was the first wituess. He de- 
tailed th results. of the post mortem, Ho 
said heé°found the’ bullet had entered thd 
body near the left ehoulder blade and had 
proceeded upwards, [t was extracted from 
above the breast bone, The bullet entered 
the. beck, the edges of the wouod being 
blaekened and tha skin elightly singed. The 
rifle must have been discharged close to the 
body, Death took placa protiably. within 
two ar three hours after thé ehot wes fired. 
Professor Little, of Baroda Cutlege, said 
on the morning of the 9th he. received a 
letter from the acoused wherein she atated 
she had shot her husband through the Leart 
as she could stand hie ill-treatment uo 
longer. Witness, who was acoompanied by | 
Mr Hebliker, the Magistrate, and Lieutenant. 
Elderton, went up the hill sod saw the 
accused, who said matters had been going on 
for a long time but lad now come to an end 
at last. Witness advieod her to be cautious. 
Bhe replied {don’t care. Idon’t want to 
live. -E have no interest whatever in life, 
but I don’t want to pick cakum. She 
further stated that Lester had abused her 
before the servants, thrown knives at her, 
struck her several times, kicked her round 
the room, The kuivea thrown at her bad! 
cat holes in the carpret. It wasa case of 
his killing hor or ber killing bim. He was 
jelous and would aot lot her out of his’ 
night, He called her a prostitute aud use 
native words of abpse towards her. When 
she went ta Baroda he used to write threo 
times o day to her and telagraph to her to 
return.
